B.  The statement is due on or before March 1  31 of each year for the 17 

preceding July through December and on or before September 1  30 of each year 18 
for the preceding January through June.

Each fraternal benefit society shall file reports as follows: 22 
1.  Unless the director extends the time for filing for good cause 23 

shown, on or before March 1  31 each society transacting business in this 24 
state shall annually file with the director a true statement of its financial 25 
condition, transactions and affairs for the preceding calendar year and shall 26 
pay the fee prescribed by section 20-167 for filing the statement.  The 27 
statement shall be in the general form and context that is approved by the 28 
national association of insurance commissioners for fraternal benefit 29 
societies, supplemented by any additional information that the director 30 
requires. 31

B.  The prepaid dental plan organization shall also submit any reports 3 
required by chapter 2, article 12 of this title.

C.  A prepaid dental plan organization that fails to timely file the 5 
annual report required under subsection A of this section is subject to the 6 
penalties prescribed in section 20-223.
